Preparations For Constriicling An Impoilant 


Electric Road. 


A Frederick (lisp-itch to thi 


of Wednesday says : 


Mr. Charles 0. Waters, secretary of the 


Washington, Frederick and. Gettysburg 
Electric Railroad, which has a charter to 
build a trolley line from Washington to 
Gettysburg, announces that tho company 
is getting ready to solicit stock for an 
early construction of a pait of the road. 


Eoad builders from Troy, N. Y , hava 


been going over the routes, but nothing 
definite has been done, as Col. I,. Victor 
Baughman, president of the company, has 
been devoting so much of his time to 
politics that be has not been able to give 
the road business attention. Mr. Waters 
says: 


"At present we contemplate building 


only one section of the road and propose 
to obtain about $50,000 worth of stock 
horn Frederick to Lewistown, and, after 
this link is built, it will be an easy matter 
to extend it on to Thurmont, for people 
seeing the benefits accruing will readily 
subscribe for the remaining link." 


One of the proposed routes goes by way 


of Yellow Springs, Cnarlesville aud Moun- 
GaincVale to Bewistown, aud on to Thur- 
mont, and the other route is via Opossum- 
town road and runs through faim laud be- 
tween Ilansonville and Charlesville to 
Lewistown. From Lewistown there is but 
one route surveyed. 


Near TJrbana one man offered to give 


the right of way through his laud and take 
$4,000 worth of stock besides. 


"When we build down through this sec- 


tion," said Mr. Waters, "we expect to 
connect with some lino already running 
out from Washington. We understand 
the railroad now running to Kookville will 
oe extended to Gaithersburg, and we will 
probably make connections at this point. 
We are practically assured of a free right 
of way from Frederick through to Mont- 
gomery county."

an annual circulation of fifty seven mil- 
lions. 


Another problem was the out-of-woik 


and homeless class. Three millions of 
people at the present moment are seeking 
bread at chanties' door. Last year we 
supplied nearly six million meals to the 
starving poor and three and a half millions 
lodging, and this without paupering the 
people. 
We have food depots, shelters, 


work shops, factories, farm colonies, rescue 
bouies, prison gate homes, homes for waifs 
and strays, hospitals and many other in- 
stitutions to alleviate the sufferings of the 
needy. ' 


Last year the cost of one city colony for 


the feeding, 
sheltering and caring for 


5,000 destitute daily was $493,000. There 
was paid in cash and work by those who 
were helped $470,000, making an actual 
cost to the army $23,000. This would 
have cost the State, with the taxpayers 
money $600,000 and the people' helped 
would have still been paupers. General 
Booth says " if a man eats hemuBt woik." 


Another problem is the social evil, and 


tbe vice is heart-rending. Five thousand 
lost girls each year are taken 
from the 


darkness and shame of the streets and a 
hopeless future of ruin and are sheltered 
in our rescue homes, eighty per cent of 
them proving to be genuine cures. 


Tbe criminals are dealt with and on 


coming from the prison are met at tue 
gates aud taken to our prison homes, 
where they arc taught a trade and helped 
on again toa life of honiaty and sobriety."

OF AGRICULTURE. 


In discussing such a broad subject an 


the opportunities open to young uneii in 
American ftu-ru'.rg I slmll have first to 
point out that agriculture in the United 
States (i'lClucliiiK in the term fruit-rals- 
iti>; and ani'ual hiisliandry) is one of tin 
most hlvjhiy specialized industries i know 
of. 


This is due, primarily, to two causes : 


the wide range of climate and soil in 
this cooucry ;nui the exacting require- 
meuts oi Aaiencan cou.sumei's, who 
want a taateol piei,\.y Lbiich eym-ylliirtfc 
that can be raised on fhewarth. 
Hence 


we find producers in <<::seieui parts of 
the country actively engaged at thid Unit 
iu raising a moat reniarituble variety o 
specialties, and it will be interesting t; 
run over woaie of these tor a triornent. 
am not referring now to the great staple 
eror.3, the geographical limits of whiet 
are, iu a broad way, well known, such a 
Ihe cotton of the South, tbe corn of tht 
-Northwest und M'ddle Weel, Ibe wbea 
of nearly nil the States, and the like 
jirftiid.es these, we are now raising cant 
sugar and rice in Louisiana, pineapples 
mid oranges in Florida and. California 
beet siiyat iu practically the whole 
Northern tier ot States aud elsewhere 
and tobacco in let or a dozen widely 
separated, regions. 


Alushrooiiis are beginning to receive 


attention in many places near large 
cities; the Angora goat, raised tor the 
sake of its line hair, promises well foi 
mountainous regions; the date palm will 
probably flourish in Arizona; the genu- 
ine Smyrna fig is succeeding in Califor- 
nia, and olive-growing is now a well-es- 
tablished business iu the latter State.

BEARS IN CENTRE COUNTY. 


County Lilerally 
Overrun by 
Ihc Animals 


Which Have Been Driven From llic 


Mountains Iiy (ho Drought. 


A recent IJellefont.f- dippa'ch says: 
Centre enmity is lifernllyoverrun with 


bear—big bear, little bear and unusually 
savage bear. They areextrfinely plenti- 
ful, 
far plentiw than they have been in 


years, and never before have they bteu 
known to m inifest tl>eir uresennt) so 
early in thp season as this year. 
This is 


accounted for by the prolonged drought, 
which, having practically drii-d up pvniy 
inounl.ain streum and sprinit in tbeaw 
parts, baa driven bruin to seek wafer, 
even if, in so doing, it is ne-:essary to in- 
vade tbe baunta of man. 


Only two days ago a bier black bear 


made its appearance at tlie Jia.ile Nest, a 
small renort almost, within sight of the 
Court House In l>l|pfon!e, where after 
quenching its thirst, it curled up on a 
huge reek for a sleep. There it was 
found later by two men, but. as neither 
had anything better than a single-bar- 
reled gun, they were loath to attack tbe 
animal and bruin went hia way at his 
Itiisure.

In the Alleghenies, that bears are not 
only very plenty but unusually aggress 
ive. They come from the mountain in 
twos atd threes right into the yards of 
the few settlers, eauying offaheep, pigs 
and everything of the kind ibey can get 
at, while they show a lighting'spirit if 
interfered with.
